WASHINGTO.N, June 28 /fs-The 
Senate rejected 50-38 tonight an 
effort to ban further aid to Com- 
muni.st Yugoslavia. It was a major 
victory for the Eisenhower admin­ 
istration in its battle over a 44- 
billion-dollar foreign aid program. 
The vote came after a hot debate 
over an amendment otfered by 
Sen. Bridges of New Hampshire, 
chairman of the Senate GOP Pol­ 
icy Committee, to shut off econom­ 
ic and military aid to Yugaslavia 
after 90 days following enactment 
of the legislation. 
| 
The administration asked that 
further aid to Yugoslavia be left 
to President Eisenhower’s discre­ 
tion in the light of Marshal Tito’s 
recent approachment with Soviet 
leaders, and a provision of this na­ 
ture was written into the bill by 
the .Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee.

Record May Toll Ups '56 
Traffic Deaths To 14,720 


CHICAGO, June 28 (4»t—Ameri­ 
ca’s motorists, giving caution an 
apparent 
brushoff, 
scored 
the 
worst May safety showing in the 
nation’s history Ia.st month with 
3,170 traffic fatalities. 
This ran the 1956 death toll to a 
record high of 14,720 for the first 
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five months period—a 9 per cent 
jump over the 1955 figures. 
The National Safety Council said 
May was the 15th straight month 
to show an increase in traffic 
deaths 
over 
the 
corresponding 
month of the previous year. 
Especially disturbing to safety 
officials is an increase in deaths 
this year at a faster rate than the 
increase in travel. In the first four 
months, the latest for which fig­ 
ures 
are 
available 
travel 
in­ 
creased 6 per cent but fatalities 
jumped 10 per cent over 1955. 
This is evidence that careless­ 
ness, excessive speed or some oth­ 
er preventable factor is involved 
in the swelling toll. 
Pointing to the new death rec­ 
ords set so far this year, the coun­ 
cil said;

urgency of the joint recommenda­ 
tion by the council and the Inter­ 
national Assn. of Chiefs of Police 
for a rigid enforcement program

HONG KONG. June 28 OR - 
Prem ier Chou En-lai reasserted 
tonight Red China’s determination 
to take over Formosa and pro­ 
posed direct negotiations with the 
Nationalist Chinese to arrange its 
“peaceful” transfer to the Commu­ 
nists. 


He declared there were two 
ways for the Communist govern­ 
ment to “liberate” the Nationalist 
stronghold off the Chinese main­ 
land — “by war or by peaceful 
means.” Red China, he said, seeks 
to “liberate Taiwan « Formosa) by 
peaceful means so far as it is pos­ 
sible.” 


“ The dying gasp of the Taiwan 
authorities under the United States 
cannot last for long,” Chou said 
in a speech to the National Peo­ 
ple’s Congress in Peiping which 
was broadcast by Peiping radio. 
The Congress is Communist Chi­ 
na’s Parliament. 
“On behalf of the government,” 
the Prem ier said, “ I formally de­ 
clare we are willing to negotiate 
with the Taiwan authorities on 
specific step.s and conditions for 
the peaceful liberation of Taiwan.” 
“Liberation” is the term Peiping 
always uses for the transfer of 
Formosa to its control. Generalis­ 
simo Chiang Kai-shek’s National­ 
ists were certain to reject Chou’s 
proposal, as they have all previous 
suggestions they give up the big 
island. 
The Nationalists’ official Central 
News Agency predicted a week 
ago that the Communists would 
propose “ peaceful negotiations” to 
settle Formosa’s future and re­ 
jected the offer in advance, saying 
it would be too ridiculous to merit 
comment.

But he conceded he would 
be over optimistic or “downright 
silly” to predict the convention 
will restore the rule this year.

Symington 
(D-Mo) and Jackson <D-Wash), 
Even as Eisenhower and Wilson 
met, a Senate-House Conference 
Committee agreed to increase the 
administration’s budget for the Air 
Force by almost a billion dollars. 
This move had been initiated by 
Senate Democrats who contended 
the^ Eisenhower plans for defense 
were inadequate in view of Rus­ 
sia’s increasing air might. 
Tomorrow’s testimony by WiI.son 
will mark his first visit to the Cap­ 
itol since he enraged many Demo­ 
crats and irked some Republicans 
by using the word “phony” last 
week in a news conference discus­ 
sion of the moves to give the Air 
Force more money than the ad­ 
ministration asked. 
Hagerty said that during the 
President’s conference with Wilson 
Eisenhower “expressed his confi­ 
dence that the secretary’s presen­ 
tation would generally promote a 
better understanding by the people 
of our country of the national de­ 
fense program .” 
Hagerty related that Wilson gave 
Eisenhower, who is sitting up in 
bed. an oral sum-up of what he 
planned to tell the senators tomor­ 
row and the President approved it. 
Hagerty was asked about the pos­ 
sibility of Wilson’s resigning, and j 
said he didn’t think there was any 
discussion of this at all by the 
President or Wilson.

In Sight, Union 
President Says

wage negotiators failed again to- 
today to reach 
a contract agree­ 
ment that would avert a 650,000- 
man strike Saturday 
midnight. 
“ We are no closer to an agree­ 
ment than we were May 28 .” said 
David J. .McDonald, president of 
the United Steelworkers Union. 
That was the date contract talks 
began in Pittsburgh before being 
transferred here three weeks ago. 
McDonald, talking with news­ 
men after a three-hour bargaining 
session with coirfbany executives, 
was asked to describe the outlook 
in a word. 


.McDo na ld “ R ea listic” 


“I am never pessimistic.” he 
said, “ but believe me I am realis­ 
tic.” 
As 
McDonald spoke, 
just 54 
hours before the strike deadline, 
the nation’s steel mills already 
were banking their fires. 
The banking will cost an esti­ 
mated 65 million dollars in lost 
production even if a last minute 
contract agreement is reached. 
Shortly before today’s contract 
talks broke up. Secretary of Labor 
Mitchell ruled out any hope the 
government might step into the 
picture. 
McDonald blamed the companies 
for the staitm ate and said they 
had shown no inclination to yield. 
Neg o tia tio ns To Co ntinue 
“They are shutting their proper­ 
ty down,” he said, “no steel work­ 
ers have walked out.” 
The union leader said. “ The next 
move is up to the companies. 
“ They haven’t moved yet. 
“ It is time that they did.” 
McDonald said the union had no 
plans to call federal mediators in­ 
to the negotiations. He said the 
union would like to settle in nego­ 
tiations directly between the union 
and the companies. 
Mitchell had said e a r l i e r in 
Washington that the Federal Me- 
diation Service stands ready to 
step in and help with the negotia­ 
tions, but only if requested. 
Company and union negotiating 
teams arranged to meet again to­ 
morrow at 10 a m.

Wright, 23, has 30 days in jail, 
an old suit of clothes and a sad 
story about some fickle friends. 
“ 1 came over here—to Belle Isle, 
a recreational park in the Detroit 
River — in 
a car with some 
friends.” Wright told police. 
‘I changed to swimming trunks 
and went for a swim," he said. 
"When 1 came back, car. friends 
and clothes were gone. I had no 
money so I stayed on Belle Isle.” 
After 15 days of this, Wright 
was arrested, gave police no per- 
manent address and listed his oc­ 
cupation as beachcomber. Still in 
his bathing trunks in court today, 
he got an old suit police keep 
around for such occasions. 


BERLIN, June 28 (J*«—Red Po­ 
land s tanks and troops crushed 
a six-hour s^rkers’ rebellion for 
bread and a better life today.

The workers chose a time to 
strike when many visitors from 
the West could clearly hear thcir 
cries for more food. 
Many Westerners are in Poz­ 
nan for the annual industrial fair 
and the bloody revolt unfolded be­ 
fore their eyes. They were treated 
courteously by the strikers. 
The Warsaw government said 
late tonight^he rebellion had been 
overcome and the guilty would bt 
punished severely. 
The Warsaw radio called it “ a 
well-organized 
revolt” 
fomented 
by enemies of the country. 
It 
called for a patriotic mobilization 
against future attempts. 
Shouts Of “ Bread. Brea d’* 
The strike quickly paralized the 
city. Barricades stopped traffic. 
Shops 
were 
dosed. 
Thousands 
gathered in city squares shouting 
“bread, bread.” 
Chanting 
workers 
massed 
to 
march on the fairgrounds in long 
columns of men 12 to 20 abreast. 
There most were turned back 
by police armed with machine pis­ 
tols. A few managed to break 
through and enter the fairgrounds. 
Polish army tanks and armored 
cars poured out. Antiaircraft guns 
were moved into position against 
the demonstrators. 
Then the workers began to riot. 
They attacked government build­ 
ings and Communist party head­ 
quarters. They overturned autos 
and streetcars in Roosevelt Street. 
Screaming people were described 
as running into their houses as 
arm y guns opened up. 
Reports of the marching, chant­ 
ing masses carrying anti-Commu- 
nist slogans were brought out by 
West German businessmen who 
came back tonight from the fair. 
All telephone communication be­ 
tween West Berlin and Poznan 
was interrupted early in the day. 
Rioters Called Street Mob 
Warsaw radio confirmed that 
workers had been killed by the 
Red government’s tanks and guns. 
It did not disclose the number. It 
called the demonstrations a street 
mob. It said Prem ier Joseph Cy- 
rankiewicz and other government 
and party leaders had hurried to 
the city. 
Sefton 
Delmer, 
chief foreign 
correspondent of the London Daily 
Express, reported in a dispatch 
from Warsaw that aircraft at­ 
tempting to go to Warsaw were 
sent back. Among them was a 
plane with British Ambassador 
Sir Andrew Noble, who was on 
his way to the fair. 
Delmer said hundreds of foreign 
businessmen in Poznan for the fair 
must have seen the rioting. 
He said reports reaching War­ 
saw said the Polish troops fired 
into the crowd in the center of 
the city. Delmer called the clash 
the most serious outbreak since 
Poland came under Communist 
domination.

Record May Toll Ups '56 
Traffic Deaths To 14,720 


CHICAGO, June 28 (^—Ameri­ 
ca's motorists, giving caution an

Chou Promises 
Formosa Will 
Be “Liberated” 


HONG KONG. June 28 WPI - 
Prem ier Chou En-lai reasserted 
tonight Red China s determination 
to take over Formosa and pro­ 
posed direct negotiations with the 
Nationalist Chinese to arrange its 
“ peaceful” transfer to the Commu­ 
nists. 
He declared there were two 
ways for the Communist govern­ 
ment to “liberate" the Nationalist 
stronghold off the Chinese main­ 
land — “ by war or by peaceful 
m eans." Red China, he said, seeks 
to “liberate Taiwan (Formosa! by 
peaceful means so far as it is pos­ 
sible." 
“The dying gasp of the Taiwan 
authorities under the United States 
cannot last for long," Chou said 
in a speech to the National Peo­ 
ple’s Congress in Peiping which 
was broadcast by Peiping radio. 
The Congress is Communist Chi­ 
na’s Parliament. 
“ On behalf of the government,’* 
the Premier said, “ I formally de­ 
clare we are willing to negotiate 
with the Taiwan authorities on 
specific steps and conditions for 
the peaceful liberation of Taiwan." 
“ Liberation" is the term Peiping 
always uses for the transfer of 
Formosa to its control. Generalis­ 
simo Chiang Kai-shek’s National­ 
ists were certain to reject Chou s 
proposal, as they have all previous 
suggestions they give up the big 
island. 
The Nationalists’ official Central 
News Agency predicted a week 
ago that the Communists would 
propose “ peaceful negotiations” to 
settle Formosa's future and re­ 
jected the ofter in advance, saying 
it would be too ridiculous to merit 
comment.

Shouts Of “Bread, Bread" 
The strike quickly paralized the 
city. Barricades stopped traffic.

were 
closed. 
Thousands 
gathered in city squares shouting

march on the fairgrounds in long 
columns of men 12 to 20 abreast. 
There most were turned back 
by police armed with machine pis­ 
tols. A few managed to break 
through and enter the fairgrounds. 
Polish army tanks and armored 
cars poured out. Antiaircraft guns 
were moved into position against 
the demonstrators. 
Then the workers began to rio t 
They attacked government build­ 
ings and Communist party head­ 
quarters.

Rioters Called Street Mob 
Warsaw radio confirmed that 
workers had been killed by the 
Red government’! tanks and Runs.

WASHINGTON. June 28 ►-The 
Interna! Revenue Service yesterday 
set rn motion machinery to collect 
increased 
taxes 
from 
highway 
users to help pay for the nation s 
new roadbuiiding program 


The added taxes will go into ef­ 
fect Sunday if, before then. Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower signs the 33-bii- 
Jion-dollar highway bill which Con­ 
gress passed Tuesday. It seems 
likely Eisenhower will do so. 


Some $14 800.000.000 in additional 
tax revenue will be collected dur­ 
ing the next 16 years under pro­ 
visions of the highway measure 
The shortness of time before the 
effective date touched off feverish 
activity at Internal Revenue head­ 
quarters as officials sent out in­ 
terpretations of the tax to field 
offices. While these interpretations 
are going out at once officials said 
it will be about July 18 before 
collection 
forms 
are 
available 
across the country. 
The new revenue will come from 
a 1-cent hike in the present, 2- 
cents-a-gallon federal tax on gaso­ 
line and diesel fuel, and from 
higher taxes on tires, tread rub­ 
ber, trucks, trailers and buses. In 
addition, there will be a new use 
lax on heavy motor vehicles. 
Added to present highway user 
taxes, these will provide funds for 
constructing a 41.000-mile network 
of interstate superhighways at a 
cost of around 27s z billion dollars, 
and for building primary and sec* 
onday road systems in the various 
states. 
The entire spending program is 
estimated now al around 33 billion 
dollars to be allocated over a 13- 
year period The new taxes, plus 
present levies of about $23,684 - 
000 000 will raise a total of about 
38 * billion dollars over the next 
16 years. This will be more money 
than is now contemplated for al­ 
locations. but government officials 
said all funds available eventually 
will be spent on the highway pro­ 
gram.

With this country’s public debt crowding the 
temporary statutory limit of $28 1 billion, estimates 
are that when the present fiscal year closes at the 
end of this month the nation’s oblig ations in annual 
interest payments will be more than $7 billion. 
Can the averag e man conceive the proportions 
of a sum so larg e? The mag azine Tax O utld^, 
published by Tax Foundation, Inc., suspects not. 
And in its current issue it attempts to put tog ether 
some values easier to understand—to g ive an idea 
of just how much $7 billion plus is. * 
Using statistics for 19 54, it starts with all the 
wag es and, salaries paid in the motion picture indus­ 
try and adds, among other thing s, the year’s in­ 
come of the American Red Cross, all expenditures 
on radio advertising , and the total of horse race 
bets in Kentucky. 
But that’s not all. Before it g ets to a g rand 
total approximating the annual interest payments 
by the g overnment, more than a dozen other sums 
are tacked on. 
These are totals for 19 54 corporate g ifts to 
non-profit institutions, all life insurance in force 
in Wyoming , the construction cost of relig ious 
building s, Nebraska’s net farm income, the value 
of America’s entire spinach crop, the cost of all 
U. S. school bus service, the value of Mississippi’s 
cotton crop, the cost of industrial research in elec­ 
trical machinery, the total of proprietors’ income 
in Vermont, Rhode Island, and Hawaii, the total 
value of U. S. whisky imports, all of Vermont's 
bank deposits, the value of meals furnished nurses 
and domestic servants, the retail sales of electric 
toasters, healing pads, perfumes, cosmetics, and 
toilet preparations, the value of coffee imported 
from Brazil, and finally the net income of Western 
Union Company. 
Now, if that imparts some idea of the interest 
debt Uncle Sam faces for the coming year, here 
is news. That total is still about a million dollars 
short of the estimated $7 billion. 
What was the nation paying in interest 40 
years ag o? 
Tax Outlook says the total was $25 
million. Today's interest item is more than three 
time.s the total expenditures of the federal g overn­ 
ment in fiscal 19 17 .

Arthur Miller, the playwright, and forthcoming hus­ 
band of Marilyn Monroe, if he is not such when this is 
printed, announced before the House Committee on Un- 
A m erican Activities, that any associations he m ay have 
had with various Communist activities, were responses 
to his mood of the moment. 
The mood passed away 
slowly, not like Saul of Tarsus who saw a blinding flash 
on the road to Dam ascus, but slowly, and now the afore­ 
said Arthur Miller no longer has any association with 
Communist 
activities. 
Therefore, 
as 
his 
mood 
has 
changed, he hopes the State D epartm ent will give him 
a passport to honeymoon in F.urope with Marilyn Mon­ 
roe which 
seems to be a delightful occupation for a 
com paratively young m an. 


Perhap« should Marilyn Monroe ever fade from 
Arthur Miller’s life, his mood will change again and 
he may 
return to his associations with the Com­ 
munists. It is all in the mood. If Paris was worth a 
mass to Henry of Navarre, is not Marilyn Monroe 
worth a changa of mood? Besides this is 1956 when 
the Italian, French and British Communists are won- 
deriag lf Khrushchev has not faked Stalin's record 
and the Daily Worker publishes articles attacking 
Stalin similar to those which appeared in this column 
20 years ago. 
In such circumstances anyone can 
change his mood without much loss at character. 


Miller makes a point that the artist, by which he 
m eans a playwright, m ust be treated differently from 
m ost other folks, because he is different, particularly as 
he always wants to advocate something. Now. that is a 
very good point and is the substance of what has been 
the anti-Communist effort, known to its opponents, as 
blacklisting. The basis of that endeavor was to elim inate 
Communist and pro-Communist w riters, directors and 
actors because of their advocacy of a cause which the 
others believe to be essentially evil. 
If an artist has 
the right to be pro-Com munist*because he is an artist, 
then 
his opponent has 
an 
equal 
right to 
be anti­ 
com m unist and to advocate that cause. 
The Fund for the Republic apparently disagrees with 
this point of view and takes the position that anybody 
should be perm itted to advocate anything, even if the 
advocacy falls upon the ears of children who have not 
yet reached Khrushchev's m aturity to know that Stalin 
w as evil. Only the pro-Communists, however, can m ake 
real use of this privilege, because if the anti-Communists 
oppose the pro-Communists, they are Interfering with 
the 
lader s 
rights. 
Most 
motion 
picture 
and 
radio 
audiences consist of im m ature children who somehow 
have come to believe that what they see and hear m ust 
be the truth because they saw and heard it. 


Miller’s position apparently is that ihe play­ 
wright bears no responsibility for ihe damage to our 
country or our civilization that may be a product 
of his mood and his desire for advocacy. 
Yet it 
seem s to me that he needs to add responsibility to 
his formula. 
He makes the ajoint that Dostoyevsky 
would have had a difficult time in these days, be­ 
cause of objections to him in the United States and 
Soviet Russia, lf Dostoyevsky were a sincere man in 
our time as he undoubtedly was in his own. he would 
have welcomed the opposition, no matter how un­ 
pleasant or even brutal, because those who believe 
• 


in their ideals do not fear torture or even death 
for them. 
And fundamental beliefs are unrelated to 
effervescent moods; they are of the stuff that builds 
character. 


There is this to say about Julius and Ethel Rosen­ 
berg. spies, traitors, evil people: 
They went to their 
deaths for what they believed to be true. They did not 
bargain with the State D epartm ent for a passport to a 
honeymoon. 
They aid not bargain with the FBI for 
their lives. 


It is all in the point of view. There are those who 
have been pro-Communist, pro-Russian. pro-Stalmist and 
who gained much thereby in mom ents when such relation­ 
ships were profitable, and who now turn on their form er 
assx ia tio n s with a vindictiveness that consistent anti­ 
com m unists never showed. Some change at great per­ 
sonal sacrifice. 
Maybe they are sincere* m aybe they 
ar* making a record. 
Maybe they do not want to be 
picked up should we ever go to w ar with Russia. Maybe 
they have discovered their errors. Who can ever know 
w hat their motives a re”

Bits Of Advice On Handling Traffic Casualties 


Not long ago I read of a single 
accident that pyramided. A driver 
fell asleep at the wheel and sm ash­ 
ed into a culvert. A passing mo­ 
torist stopped to help and a third 
auto plowed into both cars. In­ 
stead of a single casualty there 
w ere four deaths and two serious 
injuries. 
The tragedy could have been 
avoided if the second driver had 
pulled off the highway and set up 
a barricade or used flares, lan­ 
terns, or reflectors to warn on­ 
coming traffic. 
Highway accidents are dram atic 
and it takes a cool head to handle 
the 
situation 
properly 
Chance 
plays a role in the outcome be­ 
cause the average citizen cannot 
be expected to know all the ans­ 
w ers to first aid. It is natural to 
regard every mishap as an em er­ 
gency and rush the injured to the 
hospital but there are only a few 
circum stances in which time is of 
the essence.

One is m assive hem orrhage and 
another is a hole in the chest wall 
that allows air to enter the cavity 
but not to escape. A delay of five 
to ten minutes usually has no ad­ 
verse effect upon m any injuries, 
provided first aid has been

Persons who are dead on a rri­ 
val at th* hospital probably would 
not have survived had the accident 
occurred in front of the institution. 
Their injuries were m ortal from 
the beginning and it w as only a 
m atter of tim e before breathing 
stopped and the heart failed to 
beat. 
Visible hem orrhage need not be 
a problem if a few sim ple rules 
are followed. When it stem s from 
a tear in a blood vessel, the ap­ 
plication of pressure to the area 
will stop the flow. This can be 
done by covering the region with

Alex­ 
ander Wiley of Wisconsin, a faith­ 
ful Eisenhower supporter on for­ 
eign aid Though Ike had appealed 
to Republican leaders for support

when anti-Ike. pro-McCarthy forces 
conspired against him for renom i­ 
nation. 
When the President was queried 
about this in a press conference 
one day before he becam e ill he 
becam e 
flushed 
and 
noticeably 
unhappy. Wiley, he replied, had 
not wanted White House aid: he. 
Eisenhower, had not intervened in 
other Republican prim aries. 
A newspaperm an asked why he 
bad intervened in Oregon to help 
ex-Secretary of the Interior Mc­ 
Kay. Ike replied he had not known 
other Republicans were running. 
This also was em barrassing. For 
newsmen knew that four Republi­ 
cans had already entered the Ore­ 
gon 
prim ary 
before 
Eisenhower 
wrote his letter endorsing McKay. 
Suddenly at his press conference 
the President seemed to realize 
that his aides had given him poor 
advice 
All these problems seemed to 
converge at once. On other occa­ 
sions Ike has had stomach upsets 
when he faced disagreeable deci­ 
sions, as when he testified for the 
1930 reduced m ilitary budget and 
faced bitter criticism of his own 
m ilitary 
comrades. 
Illness 
that 
followed forced him to spend over 
a month in Key West. 
Cain Raises Cain 
And on this crucial first week in 
June there occurred two other un­ 
pleasant crises. One was his state­ 
ment sym pathetic to neutral na­ 
tions which so aroused the Philip­ 
pines and Pakistan that the White 
House had to issue a statem ent 
next day correcting the President 
of the United States. This occurred 
just a few hours before that fate­ 
ful midnight. 
Also, just a few hour* before. 
Ike had an unpleasant session with 
ex-Sen. H arry Cain, the bitter Re­ 


publican critic of the Eisenhower 
loyalty program . 


Senator Cain had scarcely set 
foot inside the President's office 
when 
the sparks began to fly. 
Cain got into a shouting m atch, 
not with Ike but with White House 
Counsel Gerald Morgan, who sat 
in on the interview. 
Morgan accused Cain of shooting 
from the hip and attacking the 
President's loyalty program with­ 
out talking to the White House 
first. Testily he charged that Cain 
was not a “team player’’—a seri­ 
ous accusation in the Eisenhower 
vernacular. 
Cain shot back that he had re­ 
ported to the White House but had 
been rebuffed by the palace guard. 
He had tried to get information to 
Ike about abuses in the loyalty 
program , he snorted, but had been 
unable to crack through the ring 
of aides around the President. 
This, replied Morgan in a high 
voice, was untrue. Cain fixed the 
White House counsel with a belli­ 
gerent look and began to recite the 
details of exactly whom he had 
seen and what he had told them. 
By 
this 
tim e 
the 
blood 
was 
noticeably rising up Ik e s neck. 
He had been grim and unsmitmg 
throughout the verbal duel. Now 
he nroke in sharply and restored 
order. 
Cain promptly began to recite 
the details of a security case in 
Seattle, a typical abuse of indivi­ 
dual rights by the loyalty program . 
Ike was incredulous at first to 
learn that a man could be accused 
of a loyalty violation simply for 
being outspoken. When he was told 
that blabbermouths, drunks, *ex 
deviates, and other misfits were 
classified 
as 
loyalty cases, 
the 
President 
m uttered: 
“I 
didn't 
know that.” 
General Eisenhow er’s own emo­ 
tions are always on the side of the 
underdog, and the more he heard 
about the Seattle case the angrier 
he became. Ike made it clear that 
he considered the case a shocking 
violation of individual rights With 
face 
flushed, 
he began pushing 
buttons. Secretaries began popping 
in. 
The President gave terse orders 
about handling further comm uni­ 
cations from Cain, then asked the 
outspoken ex-senator to submit a 
detailed memo on his criticism s of 
the loyalty program . 
All these were part of the steady 
drum fire of problems 
faced 
by 
every president which seemed to 
converge on a man recently re­ 
covered from a heart attack and 
doing his best to carry on under 
the great load given him by his 
aides and the politicians.

The m ost im portant single fact 
revealed by a long Middle E astern 
journey is the simple fact that the 
United States of America has not 
the shadow, or even the beginning 
of a shadow of a Middle E astern 
policy. 
The Middle E ast has consider­ 
ably greater strategic and eco­ 
nomic significance than the F ar 
E ast A Middle Eastern convulsion 
now looms ahead, on the scale of 
the F a r E astern convulsion that 
began with the loss of China, 
If this Middle E astern convulsion 
is not averted or controlled, the 
effects on the Western Alliance 
can m ake the after-effects of the 
F a r 
E astern 
convulsion 
s e e m 
downright coy. 
Imitating Arheson’s Example 
But in their dealings with the 
Middle E ast, the American policy­ 
m akers 
are 
now 
im itating 
the 
unfortunate example of Dean G. 
Acheson, 
in 
the 
famous 
period 
when he was 
“ letting the dust 
settle” in the F ar East. 
To be sure 
This adm inistration 
is always very conscious of its 
public relations. All sorts of m ean­ 
ingless activities and purely tem ­ 
porary expedients are made to look 
like parts of a larger policy-design. 
that does not in fact exist. 
For example, the Middle E astern 
mission of U. N. Secretary G eneral 
Dag Ham m arskjold had no visible 
result w hatever except the mo­ 
m entary prevention of an actual 
outbreak of war between the Arabs 
and Israel. Yet this was grandiose­ 
ly portrayed as a brilliant trium ph 
of American policy 
It was like claiming every suc­ 
cessful foray of the fire brigade 
as a trium ph for the municipal 
housing program , on the ground 
that even although houses are not 
getting built, at least they are not 
being burned down. 
Meanwhile, the vacuum of Am er­ 
ican 
Middle 
Eastern 
policy ap­ 
proaches the point of being ludi­ 
crous. 
We have able diplomatic 
representatives in the area, but 
when you 
ask 
them 
what 
our 
policy 
is 
they 
throw 
up 
their 
hands in am usem ent or despair. 
Vacuum Of Policy 
Almost every American em bassy 
in 
the 
Middle 
East 
sees 
the 
problem utterly differently from 
all the other embassies, so that 
you wonder if they a1! belong to 
the --ame country. The operations 
coordinating board, that m ysteri­ 


ous adjunct of the National Se 
cunty Council, has even sent an 
able young staff m em ber to the 
Middle E ast to rush about from 
em bassy to embassy, in order to 
synthesize viewpoints but this has 
little visible effect. 


This utter vacuum of American 
policy 
cannot 
be 
too 
strongly 
stressed, because it is the least 
understood of the four cardina' 
factors in the ugly and dangerou* 
Middle Eastern crisis. 
The othei 
three factors are: 


First, the rise of Arab national 
ism, with its threat to all Western 
positions in the area including the 
oil interests that provide the life

Allies. 
Second, the unceasing and in 
creasing Arab-Israeli tension, witl 
its 
constant 
threat

fighting. 
Third, the Soviet intrusion in the 
area, which has greatly encour 
aged the Arab nationalists both iv 
their anti-W esternism and in their 
determ ination to wreak vengeanci 
upon Israel. 
These three forces a r t immense 
ly powerful. They have combiner 
to produce a rancid, rising fermenl 
of a really frightening kind. Th«

longer have either the prestige oi 
the power to control it effectively 
They can talk of moving troops ti 
the head of the Persion Gulf. i 
this is needful to safeguard then 
most im portant oil sources.

Action Urgently Demanded 
Therefore the utter vacuum o 
American 
policy

We do not wist 
to take the risk, or accept th* 
com m itm ents, or even make thi 
distasteful choices that are essen 
tial for a serious Middle E a s te r 
policy.

protest makes cowards of men." 
Some will argue that our record

amateurism—is not perfect, and 
that for this reason it comes with 
poor grace for us to p r o t e s t

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against the Russians. But, the in­ 
ternal condition of American ath­ 
letics is a matter for American 
athletic officials to handle. If their 
house needs cleaning, it is a job 
for them to do—it is not within the 
scope 
of 
legitimate 
government 
concern. 
I will say. however, that this 
fact in no way alters the basic 
principles involved. 
Because we, 
are not perfect ourselves does not1 
necessarily disqualify us from at­ 
tempting to perfect the Olympic: 
Games. 
If such a theory were 
sound, it would seem to follow that 
unless a Christian Were a vent-) 
able saint, he would be ill-advised 
to endeavor to advance the cause 
of Christianity. And. the cause of 
morality and Christianity, surely 
we all agree, must be our primary- 
concern if true peace is to become 
a reality.
